OF FATAL DISEASE 


'New York. 
August 
12.—The pri­ 
mary cause of d a botes- a m ystery 
that has baffled medical science for 
centuries and Increased enormously 
th* death rate of every country, has 
been discovered by twro Rockefeller 
institute investigators. Dr. Samuel J. 
Moltzer and Dr. I. S. Kleiner. 
Announcement by Drs. Meltzer and 
Kleiner of their discovery has just* 
been made to the National Academy 
of Sciences at Washington, and re­ 
ported by the academy to other sdeti 
tifii institutions throughout the world. 
Latest available government reports 
on deaths from diabetes in the United 
States show 9,045 succumbed to the 
disease in one year, approximately the 
same num ber that died of typhoid 
fever. 
New York health reports show 
about 750 persons die annually here 
of diabetes. 
Dextrose, a form of sugar less sweet 
than cane sugar, found in tlie tissues 
of all animals, most sweet fruits and 
berries—grapes, raisins and cherries 
— is to blame for diabetes, the inves­ 
tigators say.
